CLAIM AGAINST THE UNITED STATES. 


We have investigated the claim whicli has been for so 
many years reported as due from the United States govern- 
ment. It arose under an act of congress to refund to the 
towns the sums paid by them for filling their quota in the 
late war. We find that we have already received all we 
are entitled to under this act, it appearing, that by the 


men put in by us, a large portion were deserters, some of 


whom were shot. ‘This claim, therefore, as will be seen, 
has been counted out in making up this report. 


THE COLLECTORSHIP. 


It may not be out of place to say that we had considera- 
ble embarrassment in selecting a collector, as all who made 
application were good men, and competent for the place. 
Taking everything into consideration, however, we con- 
cluded to appoint Mr. Peaslee, and we think that the result 
has shown that we made a good choice. Mr. Peaslee has, 
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in a very quiet and efficient manner, collected every dollar 
that was committed to him, that was collectible, and we

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SCHOOL REPORT. 


In reporting service, at first undertaken with misgivings, , 
your committee would express his appreciation of that 
assistance rendered him in his work by all interested in the 
success of our schools. Favorable results of this past and 
the two previous years have exceeded his anticipations ; due 
credit for which is here given to those COMDEAD ULI to the 
attained success. 

Attention is here called to the statute for securing com- 
plete register returns, as in the interest of exact financial 
and other statements, required for reports to our town and 
the state. Such report of moneys raised and expended was 
last year secured at great pains, only then to appear in 


print mixed and marred. This.year appropriations from 


the town treasury amount to $1,059.50. Other resources 
for all purposes supply not less than $250. 

Twenty different teachers (three male) have been em- 
ployed during the year; five of them were beginners, and 
ten of quite extended experience. The wages, including 
board, have varied from $12 to $32 per month. 

The selectmen’s report of children in town between the 
ages of five and fifteen gives 123; 61 girls and 62 boys. 
The school registers return 192 names of all ages. These 


have been instructed in the more common branches of 


study, a few adding others. Different degrees of progress 
have been made in different schools, and in different terms 
of the same school. That discretion in employing school 
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funds is due the children which shall result to them in 
the most and best for their education. Noother claim should — 
share these funds. Failures arise from regarding school 
money for other than the children’s education alone. This 
money, for this end, is their right, without a rival claim in 
its use. | 

Monroe’s readers have displaced Wilson’s, and with the 
happiest results. This came by pressure of parents, not 
agents. Agents have been numerous and persistent, one 
offering to displace our present acceptable arithmetics with 
those ‘“ far better,’’ giving new for old, paying all costs ; 
and what further the unsuccessful agent was not allowed 
to suggest. Itis time New Hampshire was beginning to 
move in stamping out this business, as other states are, by 
providing school-books at a fair profit upon their cost. 

One school-room-in district No. 11 has been repaired at 
an expense of $50. Another is waiting, hopeful of still 
wider repairs, the cost of which will be the best investment 
in the children’s interests. <A workman, for best results, 
needs a suitable shop, with good working tools. Excepting 
one, our school-houses are now in a fair condition. Their 
furniture might be improved by providing ‘more and better 
blackboards, also globes, maps, and bocks for teachers’ 
desks, and especially a dictionary. ! 

Attention, in almost every school report, is called to the 
importance of visiting children and teachers at their school 
work. The year’s experience has justified emphasizing 
again this matter, the best work, as a rule, having been in 
those schools most visited. Districts manifesting greatest 
interest in the school-room and its work are justified in— 
expecting the best and most work in exchange for their 
children’s money. Other suggestions appear in connection - 
with district reports.

Lizzie L. Brown and Mark M. Hadley, teachers. 

Miss Brown reports in her register that her summer term 
of school work was ‘pleasant and interesting.” ‘ The
